J* Althou^ the Comsunlat tie is our paraoount reeaon for 
re J acting Xhlnina there are in addition several secondary points while 
teaperaaoe ahoold perhaoa not be erpeoted of a member of the perpetual 
opposition, Kalnlna' seeming antlpatiqr for all member a of the Olmeuiia 
regime and his charges against then do aean extreme* So far aa ve 
ean determine he represented a minority In the days of Latvian 
Indapendaiee and, luemuch aa he oarrlea tho old charges into exile, 
repreaenta a very minority Indeed* The information available 

here baa led ua to believe that the argument between the Ulmanlate 
and the parllamentarlana ia at preaent a relatively dead la:mo, or 
at laaat one which ean remain dormant until liberation*
